EAST. JORDAN--On Friday, it looked 
like a breakthrough had finally been 
reached in the three-week long teachers’ 
strike. 

But the collective high hopes of the 
community were dampened by Tuesday 
night after two more long negotiating 
co sessions failed to bring about a settle- 
ment, 

The high hopes were brought about 
beoause the teachers agreed late Friday 
afternoon to return to work on Monday. 

_ This apparent breakthrough, was a 
result of a meeting between Circuit Court 
Judge Martin Breighner and teacher and 
schoo] board anonneys and peAreee nis: 
:.. tives, 

To head off a court hearing ‘scheduled 
"for Monday, Breighner called’ both sides 

: together in an attempt to promote a 
compromise. 

Breighner said Monda he did not want 
to comment on what transpired at the 
Friday meeting because ‘‘The situation 
is too delicate.”’ 

We're holding our breath,’’ he said. 

If a settlemggt isn’t reached on 
Wednesday night, the teachers say they 
will return to the picket lines on 
Thursday. If that happens, a court 
hearing will probably be held on Thurs- 
day. 

Breighner would hear evidence from 
both the teachers and the school board 
before making a decision on whether to 
grant an injunction ordering the teachers 
back to work.

Standing firm ‘‘has been their pattern 
all along,’’ Ransom said. ‘‘But we 
thought that after talking to the judge the 
ball might start rolling again.”’ 

‘The indication from the judge and the 
school board attorney was that there 
would be significant movement if we 
would voluntarily return to classes. That 
was part of the reason we agreed to go 
back.”’ 

‘I. thought this was an opportunity for 
this thing to get settled,’' Ransom said. 
‘But I'm not overly optimistic after 
(Monday) night."’ 

But school board President Mary Jason 
said the judge did not force either side to 


change its positions on the \ssues. 


‘He didn’t ask anyone to do anything 
they didn’t want to do,’’ Jason said. 
‘There were no demands. It was a 
request on his part, and he left it up to the 
two sides."’ 

‘‘He asked the teachers to go back to 
work and the board was to meet over the 
weekend to reassess their position. Then 
we were to negotiate after school on 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday. If 
there was movement to be made, he 
hoped it would be made then,’’ Jason 
said. 

The board met for 2% hours on 
Sunday, reviewed its positions on al 
issues, and re-prioritized some of the 
issues, Jason said. But little change in 
position was evident. 

She said the teachers* union is just as 
hesitant to change its positions. ‘‘Their 
position on what they must have is 
essentially the same as it was in June,”’ 
Jason said.

On Aug. 21 when the ax felt for the 
second time on East Jordan’s school 
budget, Project LEAP was one of the 
items that fell to the ground. 

But that doesn't mean. further consid- 
eration is not being given to children in 
school whose emotion problems keep 
them from progressing. 

Tom Caldwell, who is director of 
special -education at Char-Em_ Inter- 
mediate Schools, said during the two 
years East Jordan had classes for the 
needs of these students, the school was 
repaid by the state and federal govern- 
ments, but not till the end of the year. 
The problem for the budget was fetching 
up the money at the start. 

On short notice Caldwell said ‘‘Let’s 
try one other option’’—that of hiring 
someone to help the students, one at a 
time, with their assignments—someone 
who would also help them simply get 
along in the school with teachers and 
other students. 

Project LEAP, which would have been 
in its third year under teacher Michael 
Distlerath, was a ‘‘center program,”’ that 
is, students from Central Lake, Ells- 
worth, and Boyne City, were gathered 
into the program at East Jordan. Last 
year there were 10 students. 

Now, those from other schools will 
return to their own districts, and for the

year, at least, East Jordan students will 
ga to regular classes, with time given for 
ine one-on-one assistance planned for 
them, 

' “Sf it doesn’t work, it will be ‘the 
responsibility of the local district to find a 
solution,’’? Caldwell said. 

Boyne City elementary school is begin- 
ning something quite similar with what 
they call a home-school coordinator. East 
Jordan, however, is staying with the 
original concentration on middle school 
students, following a ‘‘needs survey”’ 
which showed ages 12 to 14 at the top of 
the list. They do hope someday to be able 
to expand to the elementary level. 

The idea is to help the youngsters who, 
regardless of teacher concern, disrupt 
classes and themselves, too, because of 
emotional outbursts, irrepressible activi- 
ty, or it’s opposite, continuous with- 
drawal.

Nurses need (and deserve) respect . 


Rodney Dangerfield’ s famous line is, 

T get no respect.’ 

Nurses across the country have lately 
diagnosed that phrase as an understate- 
ment. 

Because of this lack of respect, there 
has been a shortage of nurses entering 
the field and an alarming number of 
nurses who have recently dropped out of 
the profession. — 

The seriousness of this problem affects 
every person who comes in contact with a 
nurse, which includes just about every- 
one at some time. 

According to a recent article in News- 
week (Sept. 22), the reasons for this 
‘*burnout'' are stress because of sophisti- 
cated technology. long hours, low pay 
and dissatisfaction with the current roles 
of a nurse. 

All of these reasons have made 25 
percent of all registered nurses leave the 
field and opened up 90,000-100,000 
nursing vacancies in hospitals. 

This, of course, is. bad news for the 
patient, 

Nursing is the type of work people 
often associate with the Florence Night- 
ingale image and say, ‘‘They must love 
what they're doing.’’ 

However, nurses rightfully don’t love it 
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when they get paid. The average annual 
salary for an R.N. is only about $13,000. 
Think about the workers who put a 
screw in a carburetor and get paid much 
more. 

But a louder complaint of the nurses 
has been the reduction of one-on-one care 
with the patient caused by the increasing 
entanglement of the bureaucracy in the 
hospitals. 

Tom Propotnik, former president of the 
California Nurses’ Association says, 
‘You fight with dietary to get a bowl of 
cornflakes, You fight with the laundry to

get sheets. You fight with housekeeping 
to sweep up broken glass. The hospitals 
would do better if nurses were allowed to 
nurse.” 

Sure, just like in any profession, there 


are unqualified personnel. There are 
some nurses who fit this description, a 
small minority. 

But I have to admit, I have a personal 
bias towards nurses. 

After having perfect attendance in all 
four years of high school, I gradually 
became seriously ill during my sopho- 
more year in college. 
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In December of 1972, I went to ean 
Ford Hospital in Detroit where my illness 
was diagnosed as colitis, an inflamation 
of the intestine. . 

I am 6-foot, 2-inches tall. 1 remember 
barely walking to a scale in the hospital 
and seeing that 1 weighted only 114 
pounds. I was near death. 


I spent a month at Ford's, hardly aware 


of Christmas and New Year’s during my 


stay. 

How \~., it seems like I was always 
aware of the nurses. Not only was their 
one-on-one cate important, their conver- 
sation and encouragement were often 
simply enough to keep me hanging on. 

1 felt myself gaining strength and I was . 
then able to leave in mid-January. Since’ 
that time I[ have felt bette every 
succeeding year, Last year during a 
check-up with Dr. Leonard Warbasse, the. 
doctor responsible with those nurses for’ 
my recovery, he told me my illness was: 
neatly in complete remission. 

I am convinced that the problems the’ 
nurses face today will hurt those people 
who find themselves in the same situation 
I was in eight years ago, along with the. 
hundreds of other types of reasons for 
being hospitalized. 

A raise in pay, shorter hours, bringing. 
back the one-to-one contact with patients’ 
and public awareness will help the plight: 
of the nursing profession ang thus help. 
the millions who need their services. 


This will only occur if there is first 
‘‘respect.”’

Then it's on to Friske's Orchard. Down
